The Fifth Son, and Probably the Sixth Child, oe Armi- 

stead Churchill and Hannah Harrison, and 

His Descendants. 

Armistead Churchill, born in Middlesex county, Va., Novem- 
ber 25, 1733 (his monument says 1732), married February 14, 
1761, Miss Elizabeth Blackwell (born 1741; died 1831), daugh- 
ter of Samuel Blackwell, 1710-1761 (who mentioned her in his 
will dated October 16, 1761), and his wife Elizabeth Steptoe, of 
Northumberland county, Va. They removed with her uncles, 
William and Joseph Blackwell, to Fauquier county, Va., and 
and later, about 1787, removed with some members of the Black- 
well family to Kentucky and settled just south of the present 
city limits of the city of Louisville, on a plantation which he 
called "Blenheim," where he, his wife and many of his children 
lie buried. They had ten children and in recording them in his 
family Bible he changes the spelling of his surname with the 
record of the birth of his sixth child. His children were : 

1, Elizabeth Churchill, born February 25, 1762, married her 
cousin John Downing on April 20, 1784, and died August 6, 
1785, leaving one child, Capt. John Downing, born January 14, 
1785, and was presented with a sword for his bravery and dis- 
tinguished services during the Mexican war. He died December 
24, 1858, unmarried. 

2, Armistead Churchill, born April 22, 1763, and died July 
23, 1772. 

3, William Churchill, born June 10, 1765, died single Decem- 
ber 23, 1831. 

4, John Churchill, born January 26, 1767, married Miss Ma- 
tilda Slaughter. He was known in the family as "the great 
mover," as he "didn't think it healthy to live too long in one 
place." He was born in Fauquier county, Va., came with his 
father to Jefferson county, Ky., then lived in Hardin county, 
Ky., from which place he removed to Illinois, then to Larue 
county, Ky.,then back to Hardin county, and was living in 
Larue county, Ky., at the time of his death. He had certainly 
five children: (1) Cadawalada Churchill, who married, but I 
know nothing more of him. (2) Armistead Churchill, married 
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Miss Mary Brown and lived in Larue county, Ky. He had sev- 
eral children, among whom were Cadawalada Churchill, who 
lived in Missouri; Sarah, who married a Mr. Combs; Matilda, 
who married a Mr. Brownfield, and William Churchill, all of 
Larue county, Ky. (3) Bichard Churchill, married Miss Sarah 
Brown (sister to his brother's wife), and lived in Larue county, 
Ky., though he died in Illinois. He had several children, among 
whom were Cadawalada Churchill, lived in Illinois; Samuel, 
d. s. p.; Thomas, d. s. p. during the civil war; Elizabeth, mar- 
ried a Mr. Murray ; Judith, married a Mr. Howard, of Hodges- 
ville, Ky. (4) John Churchill, M. D., married and had certainly 
two children : Mary, who married Mr. John Hays of Elizabeth- 
town, Ky., and has five children; and Matilda, who married 
Anthony Haldeman, but has no issue. (5) Judith Churchill, 
married Mr. George Hanley, of Larue county, Ky., but has no 
issue. 

5, Henry Churchill, born December 10, 1768, married twice 
and died September 28, 1842. Married, first, Penelope Pope, 
born February 12, 1769, died on Sunday, September 16, 1821, 
(daughter of Col. William Pope and his wife, Penelope Edwards, 
of Louisville, Ky., and widow of Lieut. Col. William Oldham, 
who was killed at St. Clair's defeat in November, 1791), by 
whom he had five children : 

5-1, Judge Armistead Henry Churchill, born October 19, 
1796, married four times, lived at Elizabethtown, Ky., where he 
died March 22, 1880. By his first marriage, with Miss Elizabeth 
Crutcher, he had two children: Penelope Pope Churchill, who 
married Mr. Thomas Eastin, and had one son, the Eev. Churchill 
Eastin; and Malvina Churchill, who married William Lancas- 
ter, and had nine children. By his second marriage, with Miss 
Maria Sneede, of Frankfort, Ky., he had two children: Maria 
Churchill, who married Philip Daniel, and had two children; 
and Julia, who died single. By his third marriage, with Miss 
Ellen Lancaster (formerly a mother superior of n Boman Catho- 
lic convent), he had one child, Miss Ellen Churchill, single and 
living at Elizabethtown, Ky. By his fourth marriage, with Mrs. 
Ann Sthreshly Ford, he had no children. Judge Churchill was 
an eminent lawyer and judge of one of the Kentucky Circuit 
Courts for fourteen years, resigning the office in 1857. 

5-2, Lucy Gordon Churchill, born November 1, 1799, married 
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Mr. Bobert Slaughter, and died in January, 1859, leaving several 
children. 

5-3, Worden Pope Churchill, born June 16, 1804, married 
Miss Mary Prather (daughter of Thomas Prather and his wife, 
Miss Fontaine, of Louisville, Ky.), and died July 30, 1830, leav- 
ing one son: Worden Pope Churchill, who married young, but 
was soon left a widower, and is living (1900) without issue. 

5-4, Eliza Ann Churchill, born May 18, 1807, married twice, 
and died April 14, 1880. She married, first, on June 15, 1825, 
Mr. James Brown Payne (born March 10, 1804, died June 24, 
1834), by whom she had a number of children, among whom 
were (1) Elizabeth Howard Payne, born November 17, 1826, 
married Lawrence Kobinson, son of Governor Eobinson, but had 
no children; she is living now. (2) Susan Churchill Payne, born 
May 10, 1829, married her double cousin, Charles Thruston 
Churchill (son of Samuel Churchill, see sec), and died August 
12, 1875, leaving four sons: Henry, Hampden Z., Samuel and 
Charles T., of whom Henry is the only one who married, and his 
daughter, Miss Elizabeth Earr Churchill, is living with her 
mother and step-father (J. E. Bullitt) at Big Stone Gap, Va. 
(3) Mary Churchill Payne, born September 8, 1831, and died 
single February 2, 1850. (4) James Brown Payne, Jr., born 
September 29, 1834, married Miss Elizabeth Thomas (daughter 
of Mr. Samuel Thomas, of Elizabethtown, Ky.). and had thir- 
teen children, some of whom are married and settled. Eliza Ann 
Churchill married second time, on October 15, 1838, Mr. James 
G. McKinney, and had two children: (1) Henry Upshur Mc- 
Kinney, born November 2, 1839, who also married twice: Miss 
Luly Eichardson, of Mississippi, by whom he had two children, 
and, second, Miss Clary Peacock, of Selma, Ala. (2) Florence 
McKinney, d. s. p. 

5-5, Alexander Pope Churchill, born December 29, 1809, mar- 
ried Miss Mary McKinley, of Louisville, Ky., and died Novem- 
ber 30, 1878, leaving three children: (1) Julia Churchill, mar- 
ried Mr. January, of St. Louis, Mo., and had two daughters. 

(2) Henry Churchill was in the Confederate army, but d. s. p. 

(3) Mary Moss Churchill married her cousin, Alexander Pope 
Humphrey, a prominent lawyer, of Louisville, Ky., by whom she 
had five children, four of whom are now living : Ethel, Alex. P., 
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Jr., Churchill and Mary C. Henry Churchill married the second 
time Miss Catharine Berkley, by whom he had no issue. 

5-6, Ann Churchill, in the record of whose birth the change 
of spelling first occurs, born December 5, 1770, died March 11, 
1772. 

5-7, Armistead Churchill, born December 16, 1772, married, 
and had an only child, a daughter, who in turn married, and had 
an only daughter, now Mrs. Elizabeth Parks, residing somewhere 
in Texas. 

5-8, Judith Churchill, born September 6, 1775, died April 5, 
1781. 

5-9, Mary Churchill, born April 5, 1777, married twice and 
died Sept. 26, 1817. By her first marriage, with Mr. Prather, 
she had an only daughter, who married the late Mr. James 
Guthrie, the first president of the Louisville and Nashville Kail- 
road, and had certainly three children, who married Dr. William 
B. Caldwell, and had a number of children, most of whom have 
long since been married and settled; Mr. John H. Caperton, and 
had certainly four children, one of whom, John H., Jr., married 
Miss Virginia Standiford and has one son, Hugh; and J. Law- 
rence Smith, the eminent chemist and scientist, but had no chil- 
dren. By her second marriage, with Col. Alexander Bullitt, she 
had two children, Polly and Thomas. 

5-10, Samuel Churchill (named for his grandfather, Samuel 
Blaekwell), born June 18, 1779, married May 19, 1803, Abigail 
Oldham, and died Jan. 3, 1865. His wife Abigail (Abby) Old- 
ham was born May 1, 1789, married at the age of fourteen (as 
did both her mother and grandmother before her) and died July 
5, 1854. She was the daughter of Lieut. Col. William Oldham 
and his wife Penelope Pope. After Col. Oldham's death on the 
battle-field at St. Clair's defeat in 1791, his widow married 
Henry Churchill (No. 5, ante), and his daughter married a 
younger brother, Samuel Churchill. Thus two of the Churchill 
brothers married mother and daughter, Mrs. and Miss Oldham.
